Saturpay, September 11th, 188%. 


The Peart River Baptist AssocraTIon convened this 
day with the church at Silver Creek, Lawyence county; Mis- 
sissippi. . 

The Introductory Sermon was preached by Elder H. ,M. 
Long, from Isaiah, 53d chapter, and 12th verse: ‘Therefore 
will I divide him a portion with the great, and he shall divide 
the spoil with the strong.” 

After an intermission, the delegates convened in the house, 
sung a hymn, hnd prayer was offered by Elder T. J. Walne. 

‘The Association .was called to order by Elder R. R. Tur- 
nage, the former Moderator. 

Elder H. M. Long and Bro. C. R. Dale, were appointed 
Reading Clerks. 

The letters from the churches were read, and the names of 
the delegates were enrolled, and state of the churches entered 
on the minutes.

Your Committee respectfully report that the importance of 
an institution of learning of its character and attainments had 
long been experienced by the Baptist denomination of this 
State; prior to its éstablishment, and only within the last few 
years, has its usefulness been so -apparent, when we have wit- 
nessed the prominence it has given our denomination eine 8 
out the State in establishing our clergymen to successfully refute 
the errors and superstitious notions of the infidel, and pedo- 
baptist world, and sct forth the true-Bible doctrine and the 
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primitive practices of the church of Christ as to convince the 
judgment of the intelligent mind that the Baptist Church was 
the church of Christ, and that her tenets were worthy the con- 
sideration of the most refined portion of the human race. 
These truths were known before, but not so generally circulated 
trom the spareness of the number who ‘had possession of them 
and often from their want of aptitude to communicate them to 


others through want of sufficient literary training which has to 


& great extent, been largely supplied by this institution in our 
State, and as it were at our door; therefore, it demands our 
cordial and pecuniary support ‘and endorsement.

the grand temperance movement in America should receive 
our earnest co-operation. In consideration of tliese measures 
your committee would most earnestly recommend to the

Whereas, The use of ardent spirits as a beverage is highly 
detrimental to the moral and. religious interests of our land; 
and, 

Wuereas, We believe it to be our duty to exert all our 
influence against the liquor traffic; therefore, 

Resolved, That we, the members of this church, do hereby 
bind ourselves to give no countenance to the sale of intoxica- 
ting spirits except for medical purposes, ; 

Resolved, That any ‘member of this church who shall engage 
in the act of selling ardent spirits or who shall be known to 
give away any at public gatherings, or who shall patronize a 
iquor saloon as such, shall be considered as guilty of a misde- 
meanor and disciplined accordingly. Your committee would 
farther recommend that the pastors of the churches, in this

On Home Missions 


; Your Committee on Home or State Missions, submit the 
following report: We congratulate the Association upon the 
evident revival of the Missionary spirit among our churches. 


From the reading of the letters, we notice the gratifying fact’ 


that every chureh inthe Association, save one, had sent up 
contributions for Home Missions. Such a thing as this has not 
occurred in this Association for many long yéars, and we hail 
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this as a most favorable omen for the future prosperity of our 
churches. God has given us the gospel, and has commanded 
us to give that gospel to others, and unless we do this, we 
have no assurance of his continuing presence with us, and his 
blessings upon us, \ 

Your Committee would also gratefully recognize the in- 
creasing prosperity of the work of our State Mission Board 
with whieh this Association is co-operating in Mission work. 
The past year has been the most prosperous in the history of 
our State Mission Board. The following summary shows the 
work of the Board for the year ending July 1, 1880: 

Number of Missionaries, 25; miles traveled, 31,000; sta- 
tions occupied, 50; sermons preached, 800; persons baptized, 
300; received by letter, 165; churches constituted, 5: Sun- 
day-schools organized, 8; subscribers for the Baptist Record, 
212; amount of money collected, $6,620 04; houses of wor- 
ship built, 2; houses of worship repaired, 2. 

One of these twenty-five missionaries is our Bro. T. D. 
Bush, whose appointment was asked by the Board of this As- 
sociation. From his report, you will see that he has accom- 
plished a good work, and that. the field to which he was ap- 
pointed has been fully occupied, churches have been planted 
wherever it was practicable to do so. All these churches except 
one have called pastors, and the missionary. retires from the 
field, and now proposes to attend school at Mississippi College. 
The State Mission Board has paid Bro. Bush two dollars per 
day for the time actually employed. His salary has been paid 
up to April 1, 1880, and the Board is now prepared to settle 
up in full with him up to Sept. 1, at which time his labors as 
missionary closed. : 

In conclusion, your Committee would impress upon the As- 
sociation, the importance of the great missionary field of the 
State Mission Board. The destitution is very greatand much 
of that destitution is-in the fairest and most promising of our 
State. Population is crowding into the great Mississippi bot- 
tom. The lands are wonderfully fertile. Hundreds of our 
young men are going there, perhaps at no distant day that 
country will be the most densley populated of any portion of 
our State. It isa fearfully wicked country.; whiskey drinking, - 
gambling and Sabbath desea are the prevailing sins, 
nothing except the gospel of Christ can prevent that country 
from becoming a Sodom indeed, and the question is, shall they 
have the gospel, will we help the Board to send them the gos- 
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pel? . Your Committee recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions: _ 

1. That the State Mission Board is entitled to the conf- 
dence, sympathy and hearty coSperation of this Association, 
and we hereby pledge the same to that Board. 

2. That we urge all our churches to make liberal contribn- 
tions to the Board. F 

3. That the Board of this Association is hereby instructed 
to turn over all funds coming into their hands for Home Mis- 
sions to the State Mission Board.

On Sunday-schools. 


We, your Committee on Sunday-schools, beg leave to report 
the following: The utility of Sunday-schools in imparting to 
our children a knowledge of the scriptures, and of early im- 
pressing their minds with the worth of the immortal soul, and 
of early leading them to repentance towards God, and faith in 
Jesus. Christ, is a question placed beyond all doubt, and yet 
with these facts before us, it is astonishing to witness the neg- 
ligence and lethargy that prevails among our churches upon 
this subject. 

We cannot convert the souls of the rising generation nor 
can we raise them up in the church, but we must sow the seeds 
of truth and righteousness in the minds of our children or else 
be remiss in our duty to them, to God; and to His cause, for 
which a fearful res vonsibility rests upon us. 
~ Can we better « ischarge our duty in this respect, mani fest 
our willingness to aid, and encourage them, and also each ot her 
in thé study of the true word of God, which under his bless- 
ings is able to.make us wise unto salvation, than in the Sun- 
day-school. 

Believing that the Sunday-school well attended by both old 
and young and properly conducted, is second only to the living 
ministry in the dissemination’ of gospel truth, and the doc- 
trines of the church, we would recommend, yea urge that every 
effort and every reasonable sacrifice be made to organize and 
iwaintain a school in every church, let all attend, using the Bible 
as the great text book, and in its study using only Baptist 
Sunday-school books and papers, we know these things, Ga 
py will we be if we do them.
